in small quantities at first and 
then

week advanced. 
Acreage runs at about 
6,000 
acres this year, according to C. 
M. M erritt, C ounty Agent, and it 
I' estim ated that production will 
be about four acres to the ton. 
Prices are som ew hat better than 
la-t year averaging around $350 
per ton. If the estim ated produc­ 
tion is right, and if the price holds, 
this y e a r’s broom corn crop will 
be worth $525,000, g reater 
by 
$70,OOO than last y e a r’s record no­ 
lo crop. 
In the m eantim e threshers and 
halers are swam ped with 
work 
trying to handle the 
enormous 
crop. The danger period is over 
when rain could have m eant ru in ­ 
ation, as the entire county crop 
has been pulled and stacked, and 
the ranchers have doubled their 
prayers for rain to bolster their 
pastures. Lack of rain has already 
had noticeable 
effect 
on 
late 
spring iambs. 
Last y ea r’s broomcorn crop a- 
m ounted to 1,000 tons and av erag ­ 
ed $34U per ton for a total value 
of $340,000. 
Bulk of the broomcorn crop will 
move from around Yancey, Quihi, 
Dunlay, D’Hanis, Devine and H o n ­ 
do to m a r k e t s in Hondo and De­ 
vine.
